The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: While it is well 
known in the art to divide an ion beam passing through a magnetic sector mass spectrometer 
upstream of a collector slit, there is nothing in the art to suggest dividing such an ion beam 
downstream of the collector slit since the conventional operating assumption of a magnetic 
sector mass spectrometer is that all the ions that pass through a collector slit have the same mass 
to charge ratio. Only the instant application teaches that making such a division in the ion beam 
and detecting any difference in the ion intensities of the resultant beams serves to indicate the 
presence of unwanted interference ions.
